It is certainly altogether more interesting 
and agreeable than much of the traveling that is done by water, and 
makes a poor sailor like myself wish it were possible to make the journey 
across the Atlantio i in a manner as ee . entirely free aroha: . 
dreadin] experience, sea - sickuess. 
An international. exposition; has been. going on in Stockholm * shia 
past sn mer, and we found it to be an exceedingly interesting and credit- 
able exhibition; and it has proven to be a success in every way. It is the 
custom. thraughout the Scandinavian Mission, in holding, meetings: to 
convene, the, first one on Saturday evening, and then continue: the 
sessions of the conference throughout the following Sunday. In this 
Meetings were held. ‘in Stookbolm on, Saturday and Sanday the 4th and 
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5th of September. All the meetings were well attended, and during Sun- 
day the hall was filled to overflowing. The Spirit of the Lord was pre, : 
and by its holy influence the hearts of all were made to rejoice. 

The Stockholm Conference has the greatest number of Saints of any 
conference in the European Mission. There are ten branches with a total 
membership of thirteen hundred and seventy-eight souls, and some three 
hundred children under eight years of age. At present there are twenty- 
seven Elders laboring in this Conference, who have as their President, 
Elder Carl A. Ahiquist, of Salt Lake City. An excellent work has been 
accomplished throughout this Conference during the past six months. 
Eighty-two members have been added to the fold by baptism during that 
time. The outlook for the future success of the work is reported as being 
good and the brethren are active and earnest in pressing on, seeking after 
the souls of the children of men. Stockholm branch has a membership 
of three hundred and fifty-four souls; Upsala, two hundred and forty- 
seven; Eskirstuna, two hundred and nine; four other branches have a 
membership of one hundred or more; and the smallest branch in the 
Conference has fourteen souls in it. 

After completing our labors in Stockholm we proceeded to Christiania, 
Norway, where meetings were held on the 11th and 12th of September. 
Christiania is the largest branch of the Church in the entire mission. It 
has a membership of over four hundred souls, and has all the organizations 
in it that are usual in a Bishop’s ward in Zion. This branch also owns a 
large building, with accommodation for several families in addition to 
a commodious hall, and is without doubt the most comfortably housed 
branch in the mission. Elder D. K. Brown of Nephi, Juab County, Utah, 
who is filling his second mission to Scandinavia, is the President of this 
Conference, and has some twenty-six faithful men laboring under his 
direction. The Christiania Conference comprises within its boundaries 
the whole of N orway, and is a Conference of magnificent distances. ‘The 
Tromso branch is one thousand and forty-two miles distant from the head- 
quarters. Other branches are from three to six hundred miles away from 
the same point. One of the Elders of this Conference walked a distance 
of four hundred and seventy-eight miles in order to attend Conference, 
and appeared to feel as cheerful and happy about it as though he had 
eome in a palace car. Another of the missionaries made a journey by 
water of over six hundred miles for the same purpose. 

In days gone by missionaries to Norway have had to pass through many 
hardships in their efforts to preach the Gospel. They have been refused 
both food and shelter for long periods of time, and have frequently been 
imprisoned and sometimes banished from the country, for administering 
the ordinances of the Gospel. The feeling at present however is of a much 
more friendly character, and the Elders are not molested in the efforts 
they make to spread a knowledge of the Gospel among their fellow-men. 

Nearly all of the tracts that are distributed in Norway are sold to the 
people, most of them are much larger, and therefore much more expensive 
than the tracts that are in use in the British Mission, and consequently 
cannot be given away, some of the Elders are very successful in selling 
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tracts, Elder Martin Williamson having sold eighteen handed daring t the 
past four months. 

There are eleven branches of the Church in Norway, with a total mem- 
bership of about one thousand souls. The work is progressing in a favor- 
able manner, and during the past five months sixty new members have 


been baptized. 


The meetings in Christiania were well attended. The hall, ‘which 


accommodates about four hundred people, was filled in every part. The 
brethren who addressed the congregations spoke with freedom and power 
upon the principles of the Gospel. At the close of the meetings, there 
were two applications for baptism, and others who seemed to be pricked 
in their hearts by what they had heard. 

After spending a few days very pleasantly in this Conference we con- 


: Were, our journey to Göteborg, where meetings were held on Saturday 
and Sunday, September 18th and 19th. Elder H. M. Pearson of Sandy, 


Salt Lake County, Utah, is the president of the Göteborg Conference. 
There are fifteen other Elders from Zion assisting him in the ministry in 
this part of the Lord's vineyard. Göteborg is a much smaller Conference 
than either of those heretofore mentioned, but here also a good work has 


been accomplished. During the past half year, forty-nine baptisms 


have occurred ; which is the largest number of souls that have been added 
to the fold here during the same length of time for many years back. A 
fine hall was secured for Sunday morning’s meeting, and in response to 


the hand-bills inviting the people to attend, which had been freely dis- 


tributed by the Elders, a large audience greeted us, in which there were 
more strangers than in either of the previous conferences. Good atten- 
tion was paid to the speakers and we had an enjoyable time at this, as 
well as at each of the other sessions of the Conference. 

There are eight branches of the Church in the Göteborg Conference, 
having a total membership of five hundred and forty-one souls. The 
largest branch has one hundred and thirty-one members, and the smallest 
one nineteen. 

From Goteborg we proceeded to Copenhagen, where Conference was 
held on the 25th and 26th of September. A fine, large hall had been 
secured for the conference meetings in Copenhagen, and they were well 
advertized, with the result that they were well attended, a goodly pro- 
portion of those present being non-members of the Church. The first 
principles of the Gospel were presented for the consideration of those 
who were in attendance, and there appeared to be a good and friendly 
feeling towards us on the part of those who were not members of the 
Church, and there was a general feeling that much good would result 
from whe meetings that were held. 

Elder Enoch Jorgensen of Ephraim, Sanpete County, Utah, is the Pres- 
ident of the Copenhagen Conference, and he has twelve other missionaries 
laboring under his direction. There are six branches in this Conference 


with a membership of four hundred and fifty-one souls. Over two-thirds of 
this number are members of the Copenhagen branch, and of the baptisms 


that ha ve taken place daring the past six months, thirty-nine j in number, 
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‘twenty-four of them have been in the Copenhagen branch. | There seem 
to be quite an interest in the Gospel on the part of ma 
Copenhagen at the present time, and the prospects for a jt work being 
“accomplished are of a very encouraging nature. „ 
After spending several days in a very pleasant and enjoyable | manner 
in and around the Danish capital, we crossed over the Sound to the « city 
of Malmö, in Sweden, where meetings were held on the Ind and 3rd of 
October. Malmé, or Skane, is the smallest Conference in Sweden, there 
being but two hundred and fifty-eight souls in the entire Conference. 
These are divided into five branches, and there are twelve Elders. from 
Zion laboring in this Conference. | 
About a year ago the work in Malmö 3 to be dying out altogether, 
and it was often impossible for enough Saints to be got together. with 
whom to hold meeting on the Sabbath day. At the time Ia am writing of 
it was a common thing for only two persons to attend the hall for Sunday 
meeting. This condition prevailed when Elder A. B. Irvine, of Logan, 
Utah, was sent there to preside. He found the hall ta be in an out-of- ye 
way place and all the surroundings of a somewhat forbiddi ahaa 
But instead of giving way to the feeling that nothing cou . 
plished, as many would have done, he set about improving the Lb a 
He had faith enough to leave the old hall which the Saints had been using 
for sometime; and, notwithstanding the fact that his congregation often 
‘numbered from but two to four souls, he rented a better place more Spe 
trally located, and set to work with a will to try and revive the languisb- 
ing cause. His good example and faith, coupled with good, live “ ork 
seemed to infuse new life into the Saints, and they were roused up. and 
turned to assisting President Irvine in every way possible to again open 
up the branch. This sort of faith had the desired result, and a new 
impetus was given the work in Malmö. Strangers commenced visiting 
the meetings, a few baptisms followed, and before Brother Irvine left for 
home he had the satisfaction of seeing a nice, live branch in this town. 
Of course he was assisted in all of his efforts by the Elders. who were 
associated with him. When this change was made the Elders themselves 
were paying for the hall, now the converts that have been added to the 
branch pay more Tithing than the rent of the present hall, thus relieving 
the Elders of the burden of hall rent entirely. The goed | work thus 
commenced is stil] being continued under the presidency of Elder P. G. 
Hanson, of Payson, Utah. During the last six months forty-eight bap- 
tisms aye occurred in the Conference. This is the largest number of 
baptisms reported for any six months during the past ten years. 10 
Malmö branch now has a membership of fifty-three souls, most of whom 
are active members. The meetings of the Skane Conference were inter- 
esting throughout, and it was demonstrated by the number in attendance 
that when they meet again in the same capacity they will need * much 
larger hall. 
We continued our travels in this mission by going to Aalborg, which is 
the most northerly Conference in Denmark. We held Priesthood méeting 


‘ial meetin ‘the 
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same evening which was well attended by ths Saints and their friends. 
Aalborg Conference is at present presided over by Elder J ens Christensen, 
of Spring Gity, Sanpete County, Utah. At present there are but nine 
other Elders laboring · in the Conference, but there is a demand for more, 
and the number will be increased as soon as new missionaries arrive from 
Zion. The work in this Conference is also in a fairly prosperuus condi- 
tion, and during the past six months twenty-five new members have been 
added by baptism, which is a very good showing for the number of mis- 
sionaries that are in the Conference. 
Great persecutions attended the preaching of the Gospel in Aalbor 

years ago; the feeling was so bitter that for many years it was unsafe for 
any of the Elders to go out on the streets at night; whenever they did 8d 


they were invariably mobbed. A young martyr to the truth lies in the’ 3 


cemetery in Aalborg. He received a knife thrust in the back from somé’ 
mobber, from the effects of which he died. This occurred some thirty odd 
years ago. This old spirit of hatred is not dead yet, for about a year ago 
Elder D. K. Brown who now presides in Christiania was banished from 
Denmark for preaching the Gospel, and this was brought about through 
the influence of Aalborg priests. In spite of this old time hatred’ and 
persecution the work has flourished in this Conference, and it is claimed 
that more converts have come from this section in proportion to the popu- 
lation, than from any other quarter of Scandinavia. 

From Aalborg we went to Aarhus, where meetings were held on October 
9th and 10th: Elder Andrew A. Biérn of Mink Creek, Idaho, is the Presi- 
dent of Aarhus Conference, and he has thirteen fellow-laborers. The : 
Saints here have a nice, commodious hall in which to meet, which was 
originally built by the Aarhus branch, but through force of circumstances 2 
they were compelled to dispose of it, and it now belongs toa temperance 
society. President Biérn and the rest of the Elders were very energetic 
in seeking to advertise the conference, to make it a success, and it proved 
to be a very pleasing cultmination to the series of meetings at which we 

have been present throughout Scandinavia. 
There have been thirty baptisms in the Aarhus Conference in the past 


six months, which is an improvement over some previous reports, and I 


am informed by President Lund that the results flowing from the labors | 
of the Elders throughout the whole of the mission show a decided i improve- 

ment. The total number of baptisms in this mission for the past six 
months is 333, and since these reports were made we have heard of a good : 
many additional baptisms in various parts of the mission. | 

In every place where conferences have been held, the Elders and Saints 
have united in decorating the meeting places with potted plants, ever- 
greens and flowers, which have given the various places a most cheerful’ 
and inviting appearance. 

Elder C. N. Lund, who predidies over the Scandinavian Mission, is a man 
possessed of a kind and odusdérate’ nature, and treats all the Elders and 
Saints in a fatherly and ‘affectionate manner. His universal kindness 
has won the good-will’ of all, and it is evident on every hand that he is 
respected and beloved by the people who have become acquainted with him. 
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He is assisted in the publishing department of the Copenhagen office. by 
Elders George Christensen and G. A. Brandt, the former of whom writes 
for the Danish Star, and the latter for the Swedish Star. In addition to 
their work in a literary way, the Elders devote all the time possible to 
missionary work in Copenhagen. A pleasing feature connected with our 
conference meetings was the excellent singing rendered by the choirs in 
most of the meetings. Some of the hymns were rendered in English, and 
I can assure you gave us much pleasure to hear them, after traveling a 
considerable time among a people whose language we could not under- 
stand. 

We have 3 received with much kindness by the Elders seit} Saints 
throughout this mission, and there has been a universal desire manifested © 
to make our visit as pleasant as possible; while at the same time there 
has been a disposition to hearken to the words of counsel we have been 
led to offer. This ig very gratifying to us, and we believe our visit will 


not be void of good results. : ln

INFLUENCE OF MORMONISM UPON CHRISTIANITY. 


THERE are those who feel to deplore the apparently slow progress that 
Mormonism, so-called, is making in the world, judged only from the 
number of converts annually made by the hundreds of missionaries now 
laboring in nearly all Christian countries. But this, it appears to us, 
is taking but a narrow view of the real progress that the truth is 
actually making in the religious world. The influence of the Gospel 
revealed anew through the Prophet Joseph Smith lies much deeper than is 
apparent from the number of those who have the courage to openly accept 
it. We believe it is not over-stating the facts to say that there is to-day 
scarcely a tenet of sectarian religion that has not been more or less 
changed and modified through the teachings of Mormonism. .— 

Seventy-five years ago Christianity was solid in its belief that marriage 
was a condition that existed only upon earth, and was not a condition 
of the future. Now, prominent religious leaders like Dr. Talmage, of 
Brooklyn, and others, openly . that marriages may and do continue 
into eternity. 

Seventy-five years ago it was a universal doctrine of Christian sects 
that there was no hope for salvation after death, and whoever did not 
make his election sure before death was forever barred from all hope of 
heaven, whether he ever heard the Gospel or not. At the present time 
this doctrine is losing its hold, and few teach it, while the more liberal- 
minded of all sects and parties are beginning to believe that the mercy of 
God—which, the Psalmist said, endureth forever—can be extended 
beyond the grave. The more enlightened among Christians to day have 
hope even for the benighted heathen, who were before time considered to 
be predestinated{as the special objects of the wrath of Gol. 

Some of the old hard-shell tenets of sectarians which consigned 8 
tized infants to an endless hell, are now:giving way to the more meroiful 
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and consistent doctrine of the Gospel embodied in the beautiful expression 
of the Savior’s, “Suffer little children to come unto me, for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Opinions have very greatly changed also upon the questi of authority 
to administer the ordinances of the Gospel, which was scoffed at when 
this Church was first organized. Now men are enquiring more carefully — 
into the matter. Only just recently the great Church of England was 
very greatly stirred up, because in her endeavors to trace up some vestige 
of authority the pope of Rome declared that the Episcopal or English 
church had none. 

To us the evidences of Mormon influence are so many and indisputable | 


that we are unable to see why any one need feel discouraged. Only those 


who love God and their fellow-man more than they love themselves will 
be converted anyway, but. the leaven of the Gospel will eventually per- 
meate the whole earth, and modify and change the beliefs of all creeds, 
bringing theni to accord more with the teachings and doctrines of our 
Lord and Savior.— Church and Farm.

Etprr CHARLES C. Busk, a Latter-day Saint missionary laboring on the 
Sandwich Islands, relates the following in a recent letter to the Deseret 
News:
